(OK, you 
can put it on for 5 minutes, 
but only to illustrate my 
point). Blocking— and 
finishing in general— is as 
important a part of the 
knitting process as the 
actual wrap-yarn-around- 



needles bit. If good finishing 
skills and habits aren’t 
already in your repertoire, 
they should be. Blocking 
helps your garment and 
knitting shine. Even the 
most perfectly tensioned 
knitters will find that their 
stitches even out after a good 
wet block. 

Your yarn itself can 
change significantly after 
that first bath: I’ve finished 
knitting things with crisp, 
clear stitch definition only 
to find that, post-blocking, 
the yarn “blooms” and the 
stitches are more obscure. 

If you wash and block 
your gauge swatches, you 
should have some idea of 
what will happen to the 
yarn, but regardless, with 
larger knit pieces, surpris-

ing things can happen. For 
instance, alpaca, silk, or 
bamboo yarns can stretch 
out vertically due to the 
weight of the garment. 

What goes into good 
blocking? You can wet- or 
steam-block most garments, 
although be careful with 
too much heat on yarn that 
has a high percentage of 
acrylic. The easiest thing to 
do is to soak the garment 
and give it a gentle swish 
with a no -rinse-needed wool 
wash (you’d be surprised by 
how much dirt gets trapped 
in some yarns, even if you 
scrub your hands like a 
surgeon before knitting 
them). Gently squeeze out 
the excess water or roll it in 
a large, absorbent towel and 
lay the item flat to dry. 

You may even want to use 
a dedicated stand-alone tub 
for soaking your garments. 
That way, you don’t have to 
worry about getting leftover 
spaghetti from the kitchen 
sink on your lace. Soak, the 
fine-fiber soap maker, makes 
fun plastic tubs that you can 
stash and bring out for quick 
blocking projects. Their 
playful colors match their 
fun names— Carrie 
- (the larger) and Phil 
(the smaller). You 
can find them at 
ww w. soakwash .com . 

Shawls and lace work 
will typically require 
pinning to open up the 



design; see your pattern for 
details. Most everything 
else just requires some 
gentle nudging into shape 
and time to dry. 

Try that new sweater 
on now: fits better, doesn’t 
it? And probably looks 
even better than before. 
Aren’t you glad you took 
time to block?

© While that might 
seem like a black 
and white issue, it’s not. 
Wool is much like human 
hair. If you look at it under 
a microscope, you’ll see lots 
of jagged little barbs lifting 
off the surface. When yarn 
felts, the barbs get tangled 
up with one another and 
lock down. 



If you’ve seen any 
shampoo commercials in 
the past 20 years, you know 
that conditioner is designed 
to slick down those barbs 
to keep your hair tangle- 
free (and turn you into a 
shampoo commercial model 
overnight). In the case of 
superwash wool, manufac- 
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1 Instead of using the 
same bail of yarn, use 
two different strands 
of yarn to cast on. Ensure that 
the strand on your thumb 
is the scrap yarn that you’ll 
pull out (see right). 



turers use chemical and heat 
processes to damage the 
wool fibers so they can no 
longer felt, much like con- 
ditioned hair. You can then 
machine-wash wool without 
adverse effects. Similarly, 
some producers bleach wool 
to make it extra-white, and 
that can damage or break off 
the barbs, too. (To illustrate, 
put some bleach on your 
hair and see what happens. 
No wait, just kidding!) 

So, although heat, pH 
level, and agitation are 
the three main factors 
used to felt yarn, they 
wont do much good if 
the barbs are missing. 

If you’re substituting 
one white yarn for another 
in a specific pattern, knit 
and felt a small swatch 
first. It’s the only way to 
be sure it will felt under 
pressure. There’s nothing 
worse than throwing a 
carefully knit piece into 
the washing machine to 
find that one of the colors 
doesn’t felt and your work 
is ruined. Once you’ve 
been felting for a while, 
you’ll know for sure which 
brands felt no matter what 
their color.

® A provisional 

cast-on is designed 
to be easily removed so you 
can have easy access to 
live stitches, whether it’s at 
a neckline, in the middle 
of a scarf, or anywhere. 
Provisional cast-ons are a 



particular favorite of mine. 
I’ve taught entire classes on 
nothing but them. If you 
are indecisive, provisional 
cast-ons can be your best 
friend. They can also help 
you do plenty of neat tricks 
that would be difficult to 
do any other way. 

You can work a pro- 
visional cast-on in many 
different ways. The most 
popular is the crochet-chain 
method, where you crochet a 
chain of a few more stitches 
than your pattern calls for to 




cast on. You then knit into 
the back loop of each stitch 
in the chain. I don’t like 
this technique for a number 
of reasons. The first row of 
stitches can be too loose, 
and it pulls out very easily, 
which isn’t good if you’re 
working on a larger project 
that will take some time to 
complete. The longer you 
are knitting, the greater the 
chance of mishap. 

I’m a big fan of the long- 
tail provisional cast-on, 
which is worked like a regu- 
lar long-tail cast-on, except 
you use two separate strands 
of yarn. The strand on your 
thumb will weave under the 
strand that ends up on your 
needles (see photo 1, above). 

Choose a bright color (I 
like dishcloth cotton) that’s 
easy to pick out later. It 
takes a little bit of effort to 
pick out the cast- on when 
it’s time to expose the live 
stitches (see photo 2, above), 
but compared to the agony 
of accidentally pulling the 
whole thing out, it’s not 
an issue. You can use this 
cast-on for any pattern that 
requires a provisional cast- 
on. You can also use it in 
some situations you might 



not have considered, such 
as knitting a flap onto a 
bag after you’ve felted it 
(use cotton for your waste 
yarn during cast on so it 
won’t felt, too) or ribbing 
onto a felted hat. 

Some scarves with 
direction-specific motifs 
will specify knitting the 
scarf in two pieces that are 
later joined together with 
Kitchener stitch. If you use 
my long-tail provisional 
method, you can pick up the 
stitches for the second half 
and knit the other side before 
pulUng out the waste yarn- 
no Kitchener required. <sK

Roiu 1 ^ (Right Side) K2 with 
D, beginning with Row 1, 
repeat 4 sts of Victorian 
Brickwork Chart across, kl 
with D. Working in St st a'nd 
keeping first 2 sts and last st 
in D, work 7 rows of Victori- 
an Brickwork Chart 5 times, 
then work Rows 1-4 once.

FLOWERS 

With C, cast on 36 sts. 

Rouj 1 ♦ (Right Side) Kl with 
C, beginning with Row 1, re- 
peat 17 sts of Flowers Chart 
twice across, kl with C. 
Working in St st and 
keeping first and last st in 
C, work 13 rows of Chart 
3 times, end with Row 13. 
Bind off with C.

I I yeing fabric and yarn has 
been an institution almost 
as long as humans have been 
covering their bodies with textiles. 
The dyes have changed slightly 
with modernity, but the methods 
remain virtually unchanged. 

You can dye many types of fabric 
and yarn after they’ve been manufac- 
tured, but for the best results, limit 
your efforts to textiles made from 
natural fibers or blends where the 
majority of the content is “natural.” 
Natural fibers are broken down 
into two main categories: cellulose- 
based or protein-based. Usually, 
dyes are specific for one type of fiber 
base. Cellulose-based fibers come 
from plants, including cotton, linen, 
hemp, and bamboo. Protein-based 
fibers are mainly from the hair or 
fur of animals, such as wool, angora, 
mohair, alpaca, and cashmere. They 
also include silk, which silkworms 
excrete to make their cocoons. 

Common dyes include natural 
and acid dyes, which are available 



What you'll need 

♦ Heat-proof measuring cup

as powders; liquids; and of 
course, natural raw materials, 
such as onion skins, dandelions, 
beets, walnut husks, and berries. 
Ambitious DIYers may be tempted 
to make their own natural dyes, but 
they’re labor-intensive and require 
a large amount of raw material to 
achieve a saturated color— stick to 
ready-made dyes for now. 

For your first dyeing adventure, the 
easiest option is acid dyes. Although 
they sound quite toxic in name, in most 
cases the acid is as benign as white vin- 
egar or citric acid, which is used to give 
candy its tartness (think of the stuff 
covering Sour Patch Kids). 

Easter egg dye is actually a form 
of acid dye. The acid in the vinegar 
reacts with the dye in the tablet and the 
protein in the eggshells to produce the 
vibrant colors we’re all familiar with. 

Many fiber aficionados also 
swear by Kool-Aid for easy protein- 
fiber dying. While they agree that 
you must use the unsweetened 
variety, it’s up for debate whether 
you should use vinegar.

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BEGINNER BASICS 



ROLL UP YOUR SLEEVES 

First, gather your materials (see 
page 53). We’ll use non-toxic 
food coloring or Easter egg dyes 
here, so you can use your regular 
kitchen supplies without the 
worry of cross-contamination. 

And the dyes are safe, so this is 
the perfect family project. Because 
you’ll be using boiling water and 
an oven, though, you won’t be able 
to completely turn over the reins 
to younger kids. 

The night before you plan to dye 
your yarn, tie it in a few places with 
cotton twine. Make a figure eight 
through the yarn loosely and tie a 
tight knot in the cotton to keep it 
secure and to stop the yarn from 
getting tangled when wet. 

If you are using yarn that is 
not wound into a skein, you will 
first need to wind it into a “hank,” 
which is essentially a big loop 
of yarn with the ends either tied 
together or tied around the rest of 
the yarn. Otherwise, you won’t be 
able to apply the dye to all of your 
yarn. If you don’t have a niddy 
noddy (a tool used for just this 
purpose). I’ve found that the top 
of a plastic storage bin or a large 
coffee-table book works almost 
as well. Be sure to tie the ends 
together securely! 

Soak the yarn in room- 
temperature water overnight (or 
at least for a few hours) until the 
yarn is thoroughly saturated. Take 
the yarn out of the water bath and 
gently squeeze it out, so it is wet, 
but not dripping. Place the yarn in 
your heatproof baking dish without 
overlapping so that most of the 
surface area is visible. 

To make your dye solutions, 
heat water in a pot or kettle until 
boiling, then turn offbeat and set 
aside. Decide how many colors you 
would like to dye. Keep in mind that the 
longer the length of yarn you dye one 
color, the longer color repeat you will get 
when you knit it. You can splash colors 



colors I used to create the pic- 
tured yarn are included below. 

THE GLOVES GO ON 

Put on your gloves and cover your 
work surface to make for an easy 
clean up. Using a different jar 
for each color you intend to dye, 
place food coloring, 2 tsp of white 
vinegar, and Vi cup of hot water 
into each jar. The water should still 
be too hot to place your bare hand 
into but not boiling. 

Pour the colors onto the yarn, 
leaving a little undyed space be- 
tween them so the dyes have room 
to blend. Do this slowly, so you 
don’t splash the dye. You can also 
use a spray bottle, squeeze bottle, 
or turkey baster; experimentation 
is part of the fun here. Poke the 
yarn with your gloved finger to 
make sure all parts have received 
some color and massage the edges 
of each color into the next. If you 
are dyeing only one hank of yarn, 
you probably will not need to use 
the entire contents of the jar. 

Once you have all the colors 
you want on your yarn, place the 
heat-proof baking dish either 
in a microwave on high for five 
1-minute sessions or in an oven 
at the lowest setting (usually 
150-200 degrees) for about 20 
minutes. Let the yarn cool until 
it is comfortable to handle and 
then rinse in room-temperature 
running water until the water 
runs clear with no scent of 
vinegar remaining. Squeeze out 
gently and hang to dry. 

In a day or two you’ll have your 
own hand-dyed yarn ready for your 
knitting needles. <sK

How to Knit Cables 

Cables are not as difficult as they look. You need a 
cable needle or, if you don’t have one, a short double- 
pointed needle (or even a chopstick for chunky yarn!). 
And you need to pay attention to whether you should 
hold the cable needle in front or in back of your work 
and which row you’re on. In the following example, we 
are using three stitches, held in front of work.

How to Work with “Pom-Pom” Yarn 



It may look mysterious, but this novelty yarn, which has a skinny strand interspersed with 
fat pom-poms every few Inches, is pretty easy to use once you get the hang of it. The trick 
Is to knit only the skinny strand, and let the pom-poms fall where they may on either side 
of the project. For the frog slippers, one strand of pom-pom yarn Is worked along with a 
strand of smooth yarn. Depending on the size needles you are using, you should be able 
to knit two or three stitches In each section between pom-poms.
